MAN DIES OF POISON DOSE 
AFTER WIFE HE HAD SHOT 
REFUSES RECONCILIATI ON © 


HARRIS SUICIDE 


FOLLOWS ATTACK 
ON WIFE IN JULY 


Said To Have Been Grief- 
Stricken Over Fact That 
Wounded Mate Had 
Sought Divorce. 


SECOND SUICIDE 
ATTEMPT SUCCEEDS 


Assailant Had Been In- 
dicted on Charge of As- 
sault With Intent To 
Murder.

Crazed with grief because he shot 
his wife on July 22, because she later 


filed suit for divorce, and because of 


the added fact that she had repeatedly 
repulsed his efforts to reconcile their 
differences, C. B. Harris, 29, Monday 
afternoon ended his life by drinking 
poison at his home, 310 Central ave- 
nue, 

“He had brooded all day long,” Mrs, 
Gussie Harris, his mother, told police. 
“He was almost wild with excite- 
ment. Late this afternoon I heard 
him seream, and I rushed to his 
room. He told me he had swallowed 
the contents of a bottle of poison.” 

Harris was*rushed to Grady bos- 
pital, where he died half an hour 
later. 

Shoots His Wife. 

Harris shot his pretty young wife 
on July 22 as the culmination of a 
demestic quarrel. He fired at her 
five times, and oge bullet penetrated 
her abdomen, but when he turned the 
gun on himself and fired the only re- 


maining eartridge.at his head, he in- 


flicted only a scalp lImeeration. He 
was sent to police headquarters, after 
treatment for this trifling wound at 
Grady hospital, and there was unable 
for some hours to give a coherent ac- 
eount of what had happened. He tear- 
fully expressed his sorrow over what 
had occurred and prayed that his wife 
might recover. 

Mrs. Eula Harris, the wife. could 
not be located Monday night, but she 
was said to have returned to the home 
of her mother in Gapeville. 

After she had recovered from her 
wound she filed suit fer djvorce from 
her husband and on September 4 the 
Friton county grand jury indicted 
Harris on a charge of assault with 
intent to murder. 


The shooting followed continual 


‘quarreling for some time, according to

cial troubles had forced them to. give 


'up a home they had purchased and 


this increased Harris’ worry. When 
he reached home from work the eve- 

iing of July 22 he told Mrs. Harris 
he was sick and asked her to tele- 
phone for medicine, and she said she 
advised him to take a dose of dyna- 
mite and get some of the meanness out 
of him. 

He slapped her. she told police, and 
when she reproached him he ran up- 
stairs, 
trunk and began firing. 

Harris contradicted his wife when 
he told of the shooting.’ He charged 
her with having continually nagged at 
him, in spite of the fact that he had 
been in ill health. She had heaped 
abuse on his head, he said, on the 
night he shot her. 

Harris and his wife had one child, 
a son, C. Jr.. 
grandmother in East Point. 
been married six years.

Dr. Dodge's reply follows: 

Editor Congtitution: I have just read a 
brief summary of the Sunday night sermon 
of Dr. Ashby Jones in which he both 
criticises the action of the Evangeli- 
cal Ministers’ association of Atlanta 
for petitioning the governor of the 
state to issue a proclamation calling the 
people to prayer for rain, and in which he 
also gives some of his opinions as to the 
validity of prayer in such a realm. 

As president of the ministers’ association. 
presiding over the meeting at whieh this 
action was taken, I would like to make 
reply to this objection of Dr. Jones, as 
well as give expression to some of my 
ovinions on the subiect of the validity or 
propriety of prayer under such cireum- 
stances—though it must be understood that 
I am not speaking for the other ministers 
and that they are in 
no way bonnd by what I say. 

Dr. Jones begins his sermon with the 
explanation that ‘‘his remarks were not to 
be construed ag adverse criticism of Gov- 
ernor Walker or the people who requested 
him to .issue the proclamation.”’ and he 
then expresses confidence in their sincerity 
“‘as they thought best and as their con- 
sciences dictated.’’

“Did not there lurk within the 
minds of the religious leaders the thought 
that they could lend some prestige to their 
petition by the name of the governor and 
the great seal of the commonwealth,’’ Dr. 

No, not for a mo- 
ment. The ministers of Atlanta simply 
resorted to the most convenient method 
within their power of making an appeal 
to all of the citizens of our state to exer- 
cise their God-granted, Christ-promised, 
Lible-assured privilege of praying to God 
in a time of need; a believe that they 
further regarded the governor, not in his 
capacity as enforcing the strong arm of the 
law, but somewhat as the political father 
of .the people vver whom he has n 
elected to rule, and as weil as the servant 
of God in this capacity.

Surely Dr. Jones does not need to be re- 
minded that the theory of church and’‘state 
upon which he reasons—a theory of abso- 
Jute separation which has been handed down 
to:us from the fathers of English independ- 
ency—is by no means a fixed and final 
theory, but that the scholars of our day 
are more and more asking if we have not 
separated what God hath joined together. 
There is quite a great difference between 
a state forcing certain religious forms and 
beliefs upon religious people in a church, 
and that state and church cooperating in 
mutual goodwill and for a common object 
as equally the instruments and servants of 
God, The nature of the Hebrew common- 
wealth should serve to stir some fresh 
thinking on this subject. 

And now just a word as to Dr. Jones’ 
opinions on prayer. I fully agree with 
him that we are not to eonstrue the drouth 
as a direct punishment sent by God ife 
cannot be intelligently explained in the 
terms of such a theology of externalism. 
The case of the prosperous bad man and 
that of the poverty-stricken good man at 
once comes to, mind. 
the ocaly factor at work here? 
means. 

But when Dr. Jones intimates that mat- 
ters in the material realm are to be con- 
sidered as altogether outside of the range 
of prayer, I think that he will have to 
make some kind of compromise with that 
petition of the Lord’s prayer which bids us 
pray for our daily bread. Rain is quite an 
impertant factor in that provision just now. 
Dr. Jones seems nearer the truth in his 
own concluding words when he says, ‘‘Prayer 
is the method of seeking the wisdom, the 
strength and the -spirit of God to aid in 
‘solving the problems of the universe,”’ and 
on the basis both of the invitations of the 
Bible and on that of a spiritual philosophy 
of the universe, why should not the concen- 
trated spiritual energy of good people in 
the act of prayer so set in motion the forces 
of the universe as to bring about a change 
of things resulting in rain, gnd so ‘‘aid in 
solving the problems of the universe ?’’

Georgia Legislature enacted a law requiring drivers of automobiles to come to a full 
stop at certain crossings, which will be designated by 
dangerous and which will be so marked by warning boards. At all other crossings auto- 
mobilists must reduce speed to six miles per hour.

Selves with the provisions of this law, and o bserve it. The states of North Carolina and 
Tennessee have ‘Stop Laws.”

‘There are no safer high- 
ways. There are no sections with 


fewer depredations of any kind, shape 
or fashion. There are no sections in 
which the people are better protected 
by constituted authority.

So I do say again— it is ridiculous, 
unfair and wncalled-for, for any at- 
tempt to “route motorists away” as a 
result of the one unfortunate inci- 
dent. 

I know the authorities of Haber- 
sham will do their full duty, un- 
afraidly and without restraint as the 
circumstances may justify. 

I understand the efforts at reprisal 
against Clarkesville and the county are 
not being made by any of the parties 
in the automobile that was fired upon. 
I am writing this unsolicited but as 
a matter of justice as I see it. Therg 
are far too many ruffians in Georgia, 
but the overwhelming majority should 
not be penalized for the lawlessness 
of one or even a group of them. 

We must go after them, and rid 
the state as rapidly as possible of 
irresponsible characters.

Nice Freckles and Pimples. 

Here is a casual remark in a letter 
from a young reader, which compen- 
sates for all the malicious things the 
hirelings or dupes of quacks and nos- 
trum makers and shortcut healers 
have written to me in a year:

What I have said about pimples 
is briefly this: A fair to middling 
crop of pimples with or without black- 
heads, may be considered practically a 
physiological or normal feature of 
youth. A reasonable amount of pim- 
ples are rather good for a youth for 
the same reason that a reasonable 
amount of fleas are good for a dog. 
All the unpleasant things people of no 
education or nasty mind say or think 
about pimples of youth may be set 
down as the manifestation of a kind 
of jenlousy or envy—any of us ‘ler 
folk who happen to be for the moment 
free of pimples would give about 
everything we possess to exchange 
places with the youth who happens 
at the moment to be cultivating a 
fine crop of pimples. 
- There is just aa much ground to 
ascribe freckles to “impure blood” or 
to “bad habits” as there is to attribute 
acne (common pimples with or with- 
out blackheads) to such causes. 
Freckles, however, are popularly asso- 
ciated with the purity or simplicity 
of childhood or early youth, although 
a lot of us older folk can exhibit as 
many and as big freckles as the comi- 
cal kid in the movies, and some of us 
have ’em the year around, permanent 
decorations. 

It isn’t particularly nice to talk 


about, but we owe it to the young 
people who happen to be unduly sen- 
sitive about their pimples, to explain 
the peculiar prejudice of the ignorant 
or misinformed about such “breaking 
out” on the face. People who have 
garnered what little they know from 
reading the almanacs of nostrum 
fakers or the come-on literature of 
quick doctors, imagine that the dis- 
ease syphilis manifests itself in such 
“breaking out.”’ This is incorrect, 
for seldom is the surface lesion of 
syphilis apparent to the layman; 
rarely does syphilis exhibit a rash on 
the face; never does syphilis cause 
blackheads in the acne of youth. So 
you see the person who feels or, worse, 
expresses any question, suspicion or 
repulsion of that kind in regard to 
the pimples of youth betrays his own 
ignorance or credulity or malace. 

Blackheads and pimples happen in 
youth because that is the time when 
the glands which produce the skin oil 
are most active, and so we must con- 
sider the dreadful affliction more or 
less physiological. Few regular boys 
or girls escape some degree of acne; 
it is no particular credit to a young 
person that he or she has little or no 
acne; just happenstance. In spite of 
ideas entertained by the old time doc- 
tors, I do not believe that diet is an 
active factor—that is, I doubt that 
eating freely of greasy foods, sweets, 
or any other kind of food youth likes, 
is ever responsible for acne; it may 
be that some deficiency in the diet is 
a factor—sometimes small daily doses 
of cod liver oil will help clear up se- 
vere acne, and this would indicate 
that the vitamins or rather the defi- 
ciency of the average diet in vitamins 
may be a factor. 

Any youth who can’t feel proud of 
his or her pimples after this, -may 
write and ask for advice about treat- 
ment.

the month of August, were received 
recently by Mrs. Norman Sharp, pres- 
ident of the Atlanta Womans ciub, 
who was the official representative 
from Georgia to the congress 

One of the most interesting resolu- 
tions adopted in convention, which 
was carried by an overwhelming ma- 
jority was as follows: “Jt is neces- 
sary that unconvicted and convicted 
‘offenders should be physically and 
mentally examined by specially- quali- 
fied medical practitioners, and tbat 
the necessary services should be in- 
stalled for this purpose in the insti- 
tutions. Such a system would help 
to determine the biological and socio- 
logical causes of criminality and to 
suggest the suitable treatment for the 
individual offender.’ The above reso- 
lution as unanimously passed by the 
world prison congress proved the 
great importance of the prison reform 
movement adopted by the Atlanta 
Woman's club, where a_ department 
might be created in the Georgia pris- 
on system for the specific purpose of 
having the services of an expert psy- 
chiatrist to examine all prisoners, and 
determine their conditions in order to 
provide the proper segregation and re- 
i lief. 

Mrs. Sharp Talks. 

In talking of the many _ splendid 
measures acted upon at the interna- 
tional eongress, Mrs. Norman Sharp, 
Georgia's representative, said: “The 
thing that struck me more forcibly 
than anything else at the convention 
was that the entire keynote of the 
assemblage was ‘no effort is too great 
for the restoration of an individual,’ 
and the sentiment expressed by the 
thinking people of the nations in this 
regard, “pleased me beyond measure. 

“The congress was held in the Im- 
perial institute at the invitation of the 
government and under the patronage 
of his majesty, the king. The ses- 
-sions were divided into general as- 
sembly meetings, which were highly 
inspirational, and I have marveled 
at the advanced method of treatment 
that some of even the smaller coun- 
tries have inaugurated for the man- 
agement of prisons and criminals. 
One of the most illuminating and 
humanitarian talks made was by the 
lord high chancellor of England, who 
explained how the English govern- 
ment never sentences a youthful first 
offender, always allowing them a time 
of probation on parole, in order that 
lby repentance and good behavior, they 
might escape the lasting harmful con- 
sequences of a prison record. At- 
tention may be called right here to 
the fact that English prisons today 
‘only accommodate half of what their 
feapacity allows, presumably for the 
| reason that the people have been 

taught for generations the ralue of 
'respect for law and order. 

“Too much cannot be said of the fa- 
mous English Borstal institutions, 
which I wish so earnestly. might be 
adopted in our own country. The 
delegation visited these institutions 
and saw how the youth of England 
'was cared for and treated after the 
first offense, and how they were 
brought back to normalcy, through con- 
' ditional release under satel for a de- 
termined period. The indeterminate 
sentence was the question most dis- 
cussed at the congress and all repre- 
sentatives were in favor of this meth- 
od and hoped to work out a measure 
suited to the many different forms of 
world government. The following res- 
olution was adopted regarding this 
measure, ‘The ‘indeterminate sen- 
tence as a necessary protection to so- 
ciety should, with guarantees and rules 
for conditional release of prisoners 
and with executive adaptations follow- 
ing national eonditions, have a maxi. 
/mum fixed by the sentence for first 
'offenders responsible for minor of. 
| fences. For the habitual criminal and 
‘for the more dangerous criminal it 


ety.’ 

“Great subjects of the moment were 
discussed by the following dignitaries: 
The right bonorable, the earl of Ox- 
ford and Asquith, K. G., addressed tbe 
assembly on ‘The Principles of Pun- 
ishment;’ the Rt. Hon. Heward, the 
lord chief justice of England, talked 
on ‘Alteruatives to Imprisonment ;’ the 
lord chancellor, on ‘The Indeterminate 
Sentence ;’ the Rt. Hon. Viscount Hal- 
dane of Cloan, K. T.. M.. on “The 
Meaning of Punishment.’ These sub- 
jects were handled fn a most masterful 
and intelligent manner. 

Meets Lady Astor. 

“A most delightful intercourse was 
enjoyed when I met Lady Astor, who 
is a former Virginian, and who was 
one of the principal speakers at an 
elaborate banquet, given by the Brit- 
ish government, in honor of the visit- 
ing representatives. She possesses 
a sparkling personality, combined with 
charm and intelligence and her ad- 
dress received the ovation of the eve- 
ning. When I told her about our 
splendid Atlanta Woman's elub and 
its many worthwhile achievements, 
she was highly interested and ex- 
pressed a sincere desire fo visit the 
south and the Woman's club and she 
mentioned incidentally that she would 
greatly enjoy once More real southern 
fried chicken and hot rolls. | 

“Many magnificent and brilliant so- 
cial functions were arranged for the 
visitors. notable of which was a bean- 
tiful afternoon reception at Windsor 
castle, the summer residence of King 
George V. Elaborate evening re- 
ceptions were enjoyed and every man- 
ner of entertainment was afforded the 
guests of the congress. It was a most 
wonderful gathering and as a conse- 
quence, I feel sure that the entire 
world will profit by the assemblage 
and reform methods will be brought 
about in prison management, the treat- 
ment of the weak and mentaHy defi- 
cient, that will be an everlasting re- 
lief to society as well as to the many 
unfortunates that constitute the crim- 
inal class of the world.”

He 
formulated the doctrine of the control 
of the yellow fever-bearing mosquito 
as the sole method necessary for the 
elimination of endemic centers of this 
disense. 

Iie was intimately associated with 
Surgeon General Gorgas and Dr. 
Walter Reed throughout the greater 
parts of their careers, particularly in 
the work, study and control of yel- 
low fever.

tions in the type of alcoholism that 
prevails.” 

Insanity Increase:. 


A compilation of figures on alco- 
holie insanity and intemperate use of 
aleohol showed a drop from 1917 to 
1921, and an increase since. The re- 
vert ndded that figures as to the num- 
ses of alcoholics diseharged from New 
York hospitals “show in general the 
same trend that we have been noting 
but with this important feature, that 
the year 1924 shows a slight de- 
crease,” 

Official figures on the number of 
alcoholic cases per 1,000 enlisted men 
in the army showed a low water mark 
of 1.06 in 1918, a jump to 11.18 in 
1922, &.82 in 1928, and 9.15 in 1924.

completed under the direction of the 
faculty of the Graduate School of 
Social Service Administration, Uni- 
versity of Chicago. The study con- 
sisted chiefly of an examination of the 
family case records of the central 
charities district, covering the period 
from October 1, 1918, to July 1, 1919, 
and from October 1. 1923, to July 1], 
1924. The study of the case records 
was supplemented by ipterviews with 
representative individuals in the com- 
munity. The district includes the 
whole section of the “Loop” and in it 
are found many “third-rate” boarding 
houses and numerous atttomobile fac- 
tories and = garages. It ineludes 
what is known as the central manu- 
facturing district. There are a num- 
ber of social centers in the section, a 
fact which made possible the collec- 
tion of many opinions on the part of 
trained observers as to social con- 
ditions. The district includes a con- 
siderable colored population, as well 
as Poles, Lithuanians, Italians, and 
small numbers of Mexicans, Russians, 
[rish and Germans. 

The examination of case work rec- 
lords disclosed the fact that during the 
earlier period covered by the study— 
1918-19—there were 721 cases cur- 
rent, of which 44 involved the prob- 
lem of drink. Eleven of the 44 rec- 
ords showed no subsequent drinking, 
16 revealed continued drinking, while 
in 17 cases no further information 
on this point was available. 

After a thorough study, the inves- 
tigator concluded that ‘in a few in- 
stances prohibition was “very likely 
the direct cause of the cessation of 
‘drinking while in most of the cases 
other factors were involved. Of the 
records of the 11 cases in which drink- 
ing ceased with the advent of prohi- 
bition the investigator says: “Regard- 
ing the attitude of the individual to- 
ward post-prohibition drinking, very 
little information was found in the 
records. In a very few cases there 
was some statement which threw light 
on this subject; but in general we 
were forced to draw our own conclu? 
sions indirectly from the records. In 
none of these cases did we find any 
individual who appeared to have any 
compunctions regarding post-prohibi- 
tion drinking. ‘There appeared to be 
no realization in the minds of the 
/ persons drinking that they were break- 
ing a law by drinking ‘moonshine’ 
just as much as if they went out and 
held up or assaulted a man, Such 
a conception of prohibition did not 
appear to exist at all.”

There are, fortunately, full data at 
hand from 1910 to 1923, inclusive, 
for all so-called “registration states” 
reporting to the bureau of the census 
showing the death rate per 100,000 
of the population from alcoholism and 
cirrhosis of the liver. (The latter is 
considered to be predominantly an al- 
coholic disease.) The graphs pre- 
pared on the death rate from these 
diseases have the typical form of those 
representing the consequences of liq- 
uor consumption—a drop in 1920 and 
a rise thereafter with the exception 
that the cirrhosis curve shows a drop 
in 1923. It-is noted that the death 
rate from alcoholism fell lower pro- 
portionately prior to 1920 and has 
risen higher proportionately since 
1920. It would be expected that the 
death rate from alcoholism since 1920 
would inerease much more rapidly 
than that from cirrhosis of the liver 
because a considerable proportion of’ 
the deaths reported as due to alcohol- 
ism since prohibition went into ef- 
fect, and particularly during’ the last 
year or two, were in reality due to 
poisoning from boot!eg liquor. On the 
whole, therefore, it might be assumed 
that over a long period the death rate 
from cirrhosis would be a better index 
of the extent of post-prohibition drink- 
ing than the death rate from alco- 
holism. On that assumption, the 
data give wuch satisfaction in that 
the death rate in 1923 returned al- 
most to the level of 1920. (Figures 
for 1924 are not yet available.) 

A comparison of the fizures for the 
sevéral states is instructive. In New 
York, for example, where violations of 
the law are admittedly numerous and 
where the death rate from alcoholism 
has increased quite materially since 
1920, the death rate from ci>~bosis has 
remained almost the same. ..: *’ assa- 
chusetts, the case is sim‘'cr, only even 
more striking. Pennsylvania show. 
like results save that ‘he death rate 
from cirrhosis has slightly increased. 
It is interesting to note,-on the con- 
trary, that the District of Columbia 
shows a much more marked increase 
in the death rate from «-rrhosis. 

Interesting Point. 

Another interesting point is that the 
alcoholic death rate in Kansas has 
actually increased dyring 1..tiona! pro- 
hibition. It had afl but: disappeared 
in 1919 but has flared up some@hat 
since, although the 1923 figure showed 
a slight reduction from 1922. The 
death rate from cirrhosis in Kansas 
shows little net change sinee 1920. 
Ohio and Indiana have suffered little 
increase in death rates from alcoholic 
causes, 

It is a well recognized fact that 
mortality statistics for aleoholic dis- 
eases treated outside «f institutions 
are unreliable, but they are probably 
just as trustworthy now as tefore pro- 
hibition was adopted, although they 
may be vitiated more than before by 
the tendency to conceal the true cause 
of death. In any case, we cannot 
escape the fact that over the 10-year 
period, 1910-20, the curve of death 
rate from alcoholism folluws very 
closely the curve of alcohol consump- 
tion. As already noted. the prevalence 
of “bootleg’* liquor } -obably tends 
artificially to increase the number of

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cases of “alcoholic poisoning” so that 
the figures are not as Significant as 


they otherwise would be. Refinements | 


of diagnosis may also be a factor i>; 
increasing the number of eases in 
which death is attributed to alcoholie 
causes, 

It has been pointed out by medica) 
men that the clinical picture presented 
by the alcoholic wards of city hospitals 
underwent a decided change following 
the adoption of prohibition. Not only 
was there a considerable proportion 
of acute cases for which b-d liquor 
was responsible, but chronic cases 
showing the typical degenerative ef- 
fects of habitual drinking became de- 
cidedly fewer. It is stated now, how- 
ever, at Bellevue hospital, New York 


city, that there is a drift back to 


pre-prohibition conditions in the type |

ing general conclusions: ‘.ilcoholfc 
insanity in this country is now much 
less prevalent than it was in 1910, 
but more prevalent than in 1920, The 


‘rate of decline since 1910 has been 


greater among women than among 
men. The reduction in alcoholic cases 
is due to a Change in the habits of 
the people and in part to restrictive 
laws.” 

Factor in Morbidity. 

The statistics of alcoholics dis- 
charged from the department of pub- 
lic welfare hospitals and from Belle- 
yue and allied hospitals in New York 
city, 1914-24, show in general the 
same trend that we have been noting 
but with this important feature, that 
the year 1924 shows a slight decrease, 
as the following table indicates:

@urve appears to be still rising. The 
surgeon general states in his annual 
report for 1924: “The number of 
admissions to sick report for alcohol- 
ism cannot he .accepted: as an index 
of the amount of alcoholism in the 
military service. Probably an equal- 
ly important factor, especially during 
recent years, is the injurious charac- 
ter of the illicit liquor consumed, 
since this results in a greater relative 
number of such as use intoxicants 
becoming acutely ill and consequently 
requiring medica) treatment.” 


Vital Statistics. 


Much has been said of the falling 
death rat¢ during the last few ycars 
as an evidence of the effect of pro- 
hibition. It is true that this decline 
and the increased expectation of life 
have greatly impressed insurance ac- 
tuaries but one cannot with certain- 
ty assign to the probibiti.n regime 
more than a moderate influenc2 in 
bringing about the reduction. The

It is probable, however, that wher- 
ever there has been an improvement 
in economie status, a feature of the 
prohibition regime which we shall 
presently notice, the tendency is to- 
ward a higher standard of living and 
thus, naturally, toward improved 
health and increasing longevity. 


Prohibition and Business. 


We come now to the economic re- 
sults of prohibition, congerning which 
it must be said that they are among 
the most significant in the series and 
yet the hardest to measure. Prob- 
ably no careful observer will say that 
the abolition of the saloon has not 
effected a very substantial ameliora- 
tion of large numbers of the work- 
ing class. The virtual stoppage of 
beer drinking alone on the. part of 
millions of workingmen might be as- 
sumed, even without any considerable 
evidence, to have had a profound. ef- 
fect on the economie status of their 
families. At the same time the _ap- 
peal to specific economic data—in- 
creased business activity, growing 
bank deposits, etc.—to prove the ef- 
fects of prohibition must be made 
very guardedly. All attemps to meas- 
ure this increase in quantitative 
terms are fraught with danger be- 
cause of the great increase in pros- 
perity since 1921, due to other causes. 
The argument most frequently ad- 
vanced is that the continuing in- 
crease of savings bank deposits in 
1920-21 as compared, e g., with 
1913-14, the next preceding period of 
depression, indicates a marked in-

This is an increase of 7 per 
cent over the preceding six mont!:s 
and 22 per cent over the consump- 
tion for the same period in 1924. The 
world’s consumption. of American cot- 
ton included in these figures was 7,- 
22.000 bales, as compared with 6.- 
232,000 bales for the half year eni- 
ing with January 31, 1925. 

The rapid growth in the demand for 
cotton that these statistics attest 
cin gparaged explains the persistent buy- 
ng on the part of spinners that has 
been a feature of the recent advance. 

Manufacturers seem to have come 
to the conclusion that further pro- 
erastination in securing their sup- 
plies would be futile, and the trade 
reports from almost everywhere ap- 
pear to sustain tins view. 

Thus a aispatch from Japan savs 
that “the spun cotton trade is enjoy- 
ing an era of great prosperity.’’, and 
increased activit® in the textile in- 
dustry is chronicled in the newspu:u- 
ers of Austria, Germany and France. 
tussia also seems to be on the mend, 
and articles about our domestic dry 
goods trade recently published carry 
captions of which the following are 
epecimens: “Chicago Reports Good 
Textile Trade.”

(1.145.000 bales had passed through 
ithe gins up to September 1. This 
(was 11.2 per cent of the total crop, 
‘amounting to 10,171,000 bales, and 
even if this year’s ginning of 1,893,- 
QOO bales should be 1214 per cent 
of the crop, the total yield would be 
15,144,000 bales. 

This calculation suggests that it 
may be wiser to rely upon the in- 
dicated increase in the demand rather 
than upon a suppositions§ curtail- 
ment in the yield for the advance that 
sO many now expect. 

The exclusive use of jute bagging 
in baling the American cotton crop 
makes it appropriate to add that in 
recent advices from Calcutta, the jute 
crop is now estimated at only 7,S51,- 
328 bales. East India crop estimates 
are not always reliable, but as the 
yiell named is a million bales under 
earlier expectations, an advance in the

New York, September 14.—(4)—A 
revival of demand for high grade rail- 
road liens imparted a strong tone to 
the bond market today. With thes 
issues leading the way, prices forged 
into higher. ground on the largest turn- 
over in several weeks, exceeding $15,- 
000,000. The buoyancy of the stock 
market found a sympathetic response 
in bond trading, convertible issues 
readily following the upward trend of 


shares. 

With the Seaboard Air Line rail- 
way floating a new $10,000,000 bond 
issue to take care of its increased 
Florida traffic, attentfon was redirect- 
ed to the road’s securities. Bonds of 
its chief supsidiary—the Florida, 
Western and Northern—were run up 
$4 points, but some of the Seaboard’s 
own issues eased off after an early 
period of strength. Other rail bonds 
which sold from 1 to 4 points higher 
were Norfolk & Western convertible 
Gs» Baltimore & Ohio first 5s, “Big 
Four” 5s, New York Central refund- 
ing 5s and Pere Marquette 5s. 

With the time limit for depositing 
St. Paul railway securities under the 
reorganization plan expiring tomor- 
row, fluctuations of this road’s bonds 
reflected uncertainty over the situa- 
tion.

At some places in Argentina, the 
temperature was said to have dropped 
to. 14 degrees below freezing. Special 
significance was attached to such news 
owing to assertions that much of the 
Argentina wheat production is at 
present understood to be at the joint 
stage of growth and, therefore, un- 
usually suspectible to extreme cold. 
A decided falling off in the amount 
of wheat on ocean passage tended also 
to stimulate buying here and so did 
the big premium that cash wheat was 
commanding at Liverpool, especially 
as the amount of wheat afloat for 
Europe is equal to only about two 
weeks’ supply. 

Announcement of 2,709,000 bush- 
els increase of the United States vis-, 
ible supply was more or less effective 
in easing the wheat market at the 
last. Early weakness, in which the 
price of all deliveries here touc hed the 
lowest level yet on the present down- 
turn, was associated with current 
gossip that the crop movement in 
Canada would probably increase for 
some time yet and that receipts in 
North Dakota would continue heavy 
for another merth. On the other 
hand, milling demand here for wheat 
was good, and the offerings relatively 
small. 

Corn and oats were easy through- 
out the day. Forecasts: of additional 
rain was a factcr and there was con- 
siderable selling of corm against simul- 
taneous buying of wheat. Oats fol- 
lowed corn. 

*ackers’ selling weakened the pro- 
vision market, despite higher quota- 
tions on hogs.

In Divorce Scandal, Resigns 
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Chicago, September 14.—Broken in 
health after almost two years of pit- 
ter fighting as the central figure in 
a sensational divorce scandal, the Rev. 
Carl D. Case, pastor of the First Bap- 
tist church of Oak Park, has resigned 
from his pastorate. ; 

And the married woman who,- de- 
claring that she must set her con- 
science at rest, wrote a confession of 
rted indiscretions with the mar- 
clergyman, rejoiced at his de- 
parture. 

The congregation of the church he 
headed has firmly supported Dr. Cas>, 
and upheld bis stand that Mrs. Char- 
lotte Leland, his accuser, was the vic- 
tim of hallucinations. 

“IT am really very glad this has 
happened,” she said. Her husband. 
who is living apart from her, echoe! 
the sentiments and predicted that Dr. 
Case would resign from the ministry. 

Leland dropped a bombsheil iuto the 
affairs of the quiet Baptist caurch 
when he first made his startling aecu- 
sations. He had learned of affection 
between the minister nad nis wife, he 
said, when Mrs. Leland, conscien<e- 
stricken, wrote a 10-page letter of 
confession and pinned it to his pillow. 
The letter, according to Letaudl, de- 
scribed how the woman hid gone to 
the clergyman for spiritual comfort. 
At one time, she said, De Case had 
placed his hand on her arm “in a 
manner which was offensive.” 


Later, said the letter, the clergyman 


had described Mrs. Leland’s shirt- 
waigt as “thin, but not thin enough.” 
Then the woman declared that the 
clergyman had thrown~his arms about 
her, and kissed her forehead, and she 
had returned the kiss. 

Leland attempted*to force Dr. Case 
to resign, but*the clergyman denied 
all eharges and the congregation sup- 
ported him. Then Leland filed suit 
for divorce. In the figst hearing the 
court ruled that Mrs. Leland’s con- 
fessions were hallucinations. The ap- 
pellate court reversed the decision, di- 
recting the granting of tne divorce. 
Then Dr, Case demanded that the 
supreme court geview the case, which 
will again be heard Octobe: 6. 

Dr. Case’s resignation was uns | 
expected. Worn, thin and le, he 
stepped to the platform at Sunday’s 
services, and asked the congregation 
to “make no demonstration, please, 
over the statement I am _ about to 
read.” 

But with the first words that im- 
plied his gesignation, women in tbe 
pews burst into tears. To his state- 
ment of farewell to “the most Chris- 
tian church I ever heard of,” Dr. Case 
appended a report signed by three 
physicians, declaring that the health 
of the clergyman made his res'gnation 
essential. 

Dr. Case stated that he plans to 
make his home in Flogida. His wife, 
who has maintained her faith in him 
throughout the strange tangle, will ac- 


company him to the south.

LOST FLIERS HEARD HOW PLANE HAD SUNK 


Is Sensation 


Of Being ‘Dead’ in Mid-Ocean 


Honolulu, September 14.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Commander. John 
Rodgers today told something ofgthe 
sensation of drifting at sea, while 
picking up messages telling that 
searching officials had agreed that he 
had died when the PN-9, No. 1, struck 
the water after being forced down by 
lack of gasoline. 

Commander Rodgers had reached 
his old springy stride, an indication 
that he was returning to his former 
alert, dynamic physical condition. He 
twitted newspapermen about their en- 
terprise in, the covering of the flight 
of the PN-9, No. 1. 

“You newspapermen are all right,” 
he said. “I'll give you credit. You 
are on the job and I like a fellow 
who is on the job. You made a good 
job of consigning me and my crew to 
the deep and then you made a fine 
job of it when you resurrected me.” 

“How does it feel to be ‘dead’ and 
then come to life again?” he was 
asked. 

“It’s a wonderful sensation,” he re- 
plied. “There's one advantage of be- 
ing ‘dead.” You soon learn what the 
world thinks of you. If what was 
said when you were ‘dead’ is favor- 
ag then it’s a. pleasure to return to 
life. 

“While we were out there sailing 
niong, we often heard how our plane 
had dropped to the bottom. We picked 
up messages of condolence; we heard 
bitter words tossed about; we heard 


suggestions as to how the ‘accident’ 
could have been prevented. We heard 
very clearly the radiocast expressions 
and explanations of how our plane 
lunged downward the moment we 
anded. So we decided that those who 
had not geen us go down knew more 
about At than we did—and then we 
resigned ourselves to the inevitable 
for the time being. 

“Having no way to answer back, we 
didn’t. We just came back.” 

Turning to the future and his plans 
to finish the flight by flying his -plane 
from the island of Kauai to Honolulu, 
thus completing the air cruise, Com- 
mander Rodgers said: 

“The plane is not damaged. We 
took some of the fabric from one of 
the wings in order to rig up a sail 
and we used some woodwork as fuel 
when distilling water, but aside from 
this the ship is in perfect condition. 

“Whether I will finish the flight or 
not depends upon conditions but if 
[I have my way about it I’ll finish it.” 

“Flow are you feeling?” 

“Oh, all right—just fine—I make 
a bee-line for. the hospital when 
I get away from you fellows. Over 
at the hospital they have a valid, or 
at least, a plausible excuse for keep- 
ing you out,” 

Commander Rodgers, when referring 
to plana for the future did not indi- 
cate that he was aware of the issuance 
of orders directing that he return to 
the mainland aboard the U. 8S. §, 
California, He said he knew of no 
definite arrangements for his return. 

“But, I want to get back quickly 


as possible,” he said.
